PROVED SIRE EXPERIMENTS 


r.' Reed, who was head. of the 
Michigan State college dairy depart- 
ment from 1921 to 1928, said that 
when the ‘‘proved sire” experiments 
started thirty ‘years ago that good 
dairy: cattle ‘breeders knew it could 
be done. What. was. needed -was the 
concrete illustration, The. Bureau’s 
work provided that. re : 

In the Bureau’s.. Holstein herd at 
Beltsville, Maryland, just outside of 
i Washington, .D.'C., there has never 
been. a female bought in 30 years 
since the program . started. No cow 
culled-as'a low ‘producer. 
The average milk production in this 
herd of. twenty-some cows at the 
‘cstart was:640 . pounds: of: butterfat. 

After thirty ‘years of ‘breeding to 
. proved sires, the average butterfat’ 
production” is close to 950. pounds 
with nearly 50: cows to ‘milk. Seven 


‘cows in-one’year have made records | 


of 1,000 to ..1,255 pounds: butterfat.. 
This-is a record never equalled in any | 
herd bred on-a farm. — ~

Given Small Plot of Land 


Collectiva farms, operated by farm 
cooperatives, occupy the. principal 
place-in Soviet agriculture. The basis 
of these -associations is. the collective 
ownership of the land and of the in- 
struments and means-of production. 


A collective farm is a large asgoci- 


| ation of farm families. On an average, 


a collective farm has at its disposal 
1,250-‘acres of arable land. To direct 
it skilfully and insure a proper dis- 
position of manpewer, a well thought 


‘out. syatem of organization. of the co]-: 


lective. farm labor is essential, Such 
‘a system has been in existence from 


the first days of the organization of 


these ‘cooperative farms. A’ model 
statute governing . collective. farms. 
was adopted in 1935, 

All the members of a collective 
farm are divided into brigades. A 
field brigade usually consists of 45 to 


60 persons. Each of these brigades is 


placed-in charge of defininte portions 


of land, and is provided with ‘Graft 


animals, implements; ete. 

‘The measure of labor is. the eerie 
day. For all his labor on the farm the 
collective farmer ie credited with 
“workdays”. 

In addition to the “work days” 
earned by each man and woman farm 


worker, every farm family of the col- 


lective farm has {ts house and tract 
of ground varying from two and a 


half to five or ten acres. What the 


‘family produces on its plot—grain, 
vegetables, fruit, dairy and poultry 


products, livestock. and so. on, is its 


own, for usé or sale. 


Honey Bee Important Agent 
In Pollinizing Farm Acres _ 
-Emphasizing the importance of 
honey bees in pollinizing agricultural 
‘crops, M. H. Haydak, associate pro- 
fessor of entomology at the Univer- 
sity of Minnesota, called. bees. the 
“wings of agriculture.” 

Honey bees by far outweigh the 
value of other insects as pollinators 


of plants, according to Dr. Haydak. | 


Between 75 and 80 per cent of our 
agricultural crops are pollinated by 
honey. bees alone. 

Dependability of the honey bee in 
pollinating 1a apparent. from the tre- 
mendous amount of work it does. 
About 10 loads of pollen are used to 
rear one bee. 

Investigations show that to make 


/-one load of .pollen a bee has to visit 


846: red clover’ florets or 84. pear 
blossoms. A strong colony during a 
year rears about 200,000 bees and so 
requires two million loads of pollen. 

Locating the apiary close to the 
field to be pollinated plays a very 


{ important part in making services o: 


bees more effective, as does the num- 
ber of bees per. surface area. The 
more ‘bees per field, the larger the 
crop that can be expected. 


Caution Iin Using 2,4-D 


In fighting weeds in lawns there 
may come a time when most of the 
turf-is free of them and only a few 
individual dandelions or plantains are 
to be found here and there, and small 
patches of the low persistent penny- 
wort and chickweed. When 2,4-D is 
used as @ spray it is likely to kill or 
damage the clover, which is often de- 
sirable in the mixture, and it. may 
drift to other sensitive plants. To use 
2,4-D effectively on small patches of 
the spreading weeds, says L. W. Kep- 
hart, weed specialist. of the U. 8. de-

brush is a practical applicator that 
will not spread the herbicide beyond 
the spot to be. treated.

Cooling Milk and Cream ‘ 


"Mixing. warm cream with already 
cooled cream is never a wise practice, 
for the temperature of the cooled 
cream. is: raised by the mixture.

cooled. Water ‘is.much more effective’ 


in cooling milk and. cream than is 
air; consequently, placing milk. or. 


cream-in a fairly cool place—such* as” 


a cellar—does not remove the animal 
heat. rapidly enough.

writers in the ten year period ending December 31, 
1946. That means that nearly three out of ten fires 
were caused by smokers and the reckless use and 
careless disposal of burning or smoldering matches. 


The following table lists the other know cau- 


" ges as well and was compiled from a study of several 


million fires for which the causes could be ascertain- . 
ed. Fires reported for which the causes are unknown 
are not included in this study. 


The dollar cost of fire waste in the United 
States during the ten-year period, from fires of all 
causes, known-or unknown, insured or uninsured, 
ce an estimated total of nearly four billion 
dollars.

“About 100 miles off the coast of 
1 Ireland, the brain had been set to 
pick up a radio frequency ona pre- 
viously arranged schedule with the 
royal air force, which had a wing 
commander observer: aboard,’’. Gil- 
Jespie said. “It did and that fre- 
quency guided it to the perfect 
landing. 

Colonel Gillespie, resident of San 
Antonio, “‘Tex., was in. command 
of the crew aboard the Skymaster. 
Maj. James -Weldon: of. Dayton, 


.| Ohio, of the army air force flight 


test division, made. the trip as an- 
other ‘‘passenger.” Z 
Right on Time. 

The Skymaster, he said, ‘came in 
exactly at. the predetermined time.”’ 

“We had perfect weather for the 
flight, but we don’t believe it would 
have made much difference if the 
weather had- been fierce,”’ Gillespie 
said. “This mechanical brain leads 
us.a long way down the road to the 
‘visibility zero’ landing, but we still 
have some way to go yet to iron out 
all the kinks.’”’: 

He said the men aboard the plane 


-“had absolutely nothing to do dur- 


ing the 12-hour flight as far as flying 
was concerned except to observe 
the results: ‘We just pushed the but- 
ton on the takeoff and all the work 
was done.” 

“Nervous when we were coming 
in for a landing? Not a bit!’? He 
added, ‘You see, this was the third 
test flight of the ‘Brain’ in recent 
weeks and we knew what she would 
do. ” 

Two Years in the Mill. 

“The two most recent tests of the 
‘Brain’ were in .a-‘Long Beach, 
Calif., to Dayton flight in June and 
from. Wilmington, Ohio, near Day- 
ton to Bangor, Me., to Miami, Fla., 


and back .to Wilmington. No. hand 


touched the. controls during either 
of those flights,’’ Gillespie said, 

“The trans-Atlantic flight, howev- 
er, was the longest to date and the 
most severe test,” he said. 

“In the two years this thing has 
} been in. the mill we have made 
literally hundreds of-landings with 
it in complete charge and we may 
be approaching what we want— 
something that will insure absolute- 
ly perfect landings irrespective of 
the weather,’ Gillespie said. 

“The ‘Brain’ could be fitted to al- 
most any plane,” he said, “and its 
posetbilities are ‘great.”
